Departments are being cut or other 
teachers are taking over the duties of 
those leaving. Also Miss Hazel Daw- 
son, home economics instructor, and 
Miss Lulu B. Finley, English instruc- 
tor, both of whom have been employ- 
ed here before, will return next year. 
Miss Dawson is starting a new class in 
home making for girls, which will be 
taught in both the high school and 
junior college. 

Voice and piano instruction are 
being cut, and some retrenchment is 
to be made in journalism, states Mr. 
Hammond, but nothing definite has 
been done as to the latter. Allan 
Revill, music instructor, will remain 
part time, as an accompanist and do- 
ing other assistant work. 

A 10 per cent increase is expected 
in junior college next year, states Mr. 
Hammond, as compared to the 17 per 
cent made this year.

Dear Editor: 


In response to the statements set 
forth by the Executive Board in last 
week’s El Don pertaining to the peti- 
tion signed by some Associated Stu- 
dents, I, representing the sentiment 
expressed in said petition, wish to say 
that we were exceedingly disappoint- 
ed in it. 

It seems to us that the board either 
did not. understand the petition in the 
first place, or that it utterly evaded 
hé principle involved. We did not say 
that we have not received $7.50 
worth of activities this year, nor 
were we ‘working with malicious in- 
tent”, nor were we “grossly misin- 
formed of the facts”, nor are we 
“not satisfied with the administra- 
tion.” We petitioned the Board “to 
carry out the program of activities 
as set forth in the membership book, 
for which program we have advanced 
our money.” Now, since circum- 
stances made it “necessary” for the 
Board to curtail certain of the ac- 
tivities listed, we merely asked that 
we be refunded “a pro rata share of 
the surplus fund for this school year” 
or that some other form of activity 
be substituted to take the place of 
those we have not bee noffered, but 
which were promised to us’ when we, 
in good faith bought our Student 
Tickets. 

Had we believed that we have not 
received our money’s worth, we 
would have said so; had we been 
“working with malicious intent”, we 
would have collected many more than 
the paltry 80 signatures which took us 
only about four hours to get; had we 
been “grossly misinformed of the 
facts”, we should not have been taken 
so seriously; and had we been. “un- 
satisfied with the administration,” 
perhaps we would ‘have started recall 
proceedings. 

What we cannot understand is why, 
when we have plenty of money, it is 
not spent for something which wil] 
benefit us, instead of saving it until 
next year for the purpose of easing 
the burden of next year’s students, or 
of providing the means for extrava- 
gant future expenditures at our sac- 
rifice.
